Now Orleans, May 3 .-T h o day spent 
in New Orleans will live long in th*' 
memory <»f the president and the mem-, 
tiers of lux party. 
In no other city in 
the U nite I States is the old and rom an­ 
tic preserved in such sharp co n trast. 
with the modern in the Crescent City, 
and jiest* rday as the presidential part> 
drove through the flow* r embowered 
city from the new to the old French 
and Spanish quarter it was like passing 
mysteriously from America into a for­ 
eign land, from this century into an­ 
other that had gone aud the illusion of 
the transition was he ghtened by the 
interesting ceremonies which occurred 
in tho old Cabildo, the seat of the gov­ 
ernm ent of the former Spanish and 
French rulers, which is yet preserved in 
its original integrity by the Louisiana 
Historical Society. 
I 
After a short visit to the Southern 
I U niversity, where a thousand colored 
I students greeted the 
president w ith 
waving bits of colored bunting so a r­ 
ranged as to make the whole an Amati* 
I can flag and where the president made 
a brief speech, the porty passed across 
Canal and Ram part streets, the bound­ 
aries of the new city into the old town 
w ith its narrow streets, its quaint gal­ 
leried residences, 
its cathedrals, old 
Sjumish buildings and the French m ark­ 
et, all w ith the flavor of another gener­ 
ation aud all now, unfortunately going 
to picturesque decay. 
There was a striking picture when the 
party drew up before the mouldering 
old Ciibilda. over I AO years old, w hich is 
situated opposite w hat is now called 
Jackson Square but which in the old 
days was the Place d ’Amies where the 
Spanish generals formerly ‘trilled their 
soldiers. 
Here the presidential party 
alighted and his party mounted into the 
crimson 
draped 
audience 
chamber 
where the exercises took place, which 
consisted of speeches. 
W hen the president concluded his ad­ 
dress he ap;soured on the balcony to 
show himself to the w aiting thousands 
outside. 
Tho cadets below presented 
arm s and the square and the buildings 
surrounding it fluttered wit Ii handker­ 
chiefs and flags while the air was torn 
by the hoarse roar of the shouts of the 
m ultitude. The president acknowledged 
the dem onstration w ith a bow right aud 
left after m aking a short address. 
The party then returned to the hotel 
for luncheon and in the afternoon em 
barked on a Mississippi river steamboat 
for a trip along the river front from 
Audubon park to the historic battlefield 
of Palm ette, where tho m onum ent erect­ 
ed in memory of the defeat of Packing- 
ham by General Jackson dominates the 
yiew from the river. 
At 6 o’clock the presidential special 
resumed its long journey westward.

Having M i their losses 
grow heavier and heavier with each 
succeeding day for some time, traders 
who guaranteed to deliver May corn to 
Phillips made frantic efforts to get it. 
Price went from 55 to 58, 4'^ cents 
higher than Thursday’s close, in a few 
minutes when the session began. 
The shorts surrounded the young bull 
leader and almost begged for corn. 
He 
was repeatedly called from tho pit by 
men who wanted to settle privately .but 
he told them they had disregarded his 
offer to sell to them at 48 cents, aud 
now they would have to bld in the open 
market to him. 
When reminded that 
he and the open market were syuono* 
mons, Phillips smiled. 
For an hour the 
shorts bid 68 cents. 
Then Phillips let 
out 000,000 bushels at prices ranging be­ 
tween 57 and 58 cents. 
He said it was 
only a drop in the bucket compared 
with the quantity still held by him, but 
it netted him a profit of about *100,(X)0, 
or approximately 17 cents per bushel. 
The action created intense excitement. 
It was thought for a moment the bull 
chief was about to unload and the mar­ 
ket broke to 58 cents without a check. 
The drop disposed of a number of scalp­ 
ing longs who have beeu clinging to 
Phillips’ speculative coat tail.

57 cents, however, Phillips’ sold noth­ 
ing.
